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The last biennial period has been one of unusual develop- 
ment in this institution. The attendance has not only in- 
creased, but a very much wider extent of territory has been 
represented, students coming from different counties across 
‘the territory from San Juan to Chaves. The advance in 
qualifications has also been marked. A very much larger per 
cent, than formerly, take up regular college work on first 
entering the institution. ‘Within this period the governing 
board has advanced the requirements for entrance one year, 
without any noticeable effect on the attendance, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the class discontinued formerly contained 
the largest number of any in the institution. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance for the past few years has steadily in- 
creased, in spite of the effort to make room for the more 
advanced students by discontinuing lower classes, a step that 
has twice been taken in the past five years. The total enroll- 
ment for the year ended May 30, 1906, was 217, and for the 
present year it has already reached 235, and will doubtless 


pass the 250 point another term. The following statement of © 


the enrollment on the same day of November in 1905 and in 
1906 will give an idea of the advance the institution has made 
in a Single year:

The college students are well distributed in the regular 
four years ccurses and the work of the Stenography Depart- 
ment. Every course offered by the institution is filled and 
teaching force for each of the departments is fully occupied - 
in carrying on the work. 

The regular graduating class from the different four years 
course last June contained eleven members, the largest 
number that the institution has yet sent out at one time. 
The graduates from other courses were as follows: From 
the Music Department two, from the Stenograghy Depart- 
ment nine, and from the Preparatory Department twelve. 


BUILDINGS. 


In buildings the institution has long since outgrown its 
accommodations. In almost every department the rooms 
are inadequate for the accommodation of the classes and the 
proper care of the apparatus, laboratory supplies and general 
equipment used for the class room service. In some of the 
departments it is not possible for the Professors to carry on 
the laboratory work to properly illustrate the instruction for 
want of suitable rooms, and in others the inconvenience of 
storing and getting it into position for use is a great incon- 
venience. : 

The main building was constructed in 1890, having been 
planned without much thought as to the arrangement or 
character of rooms needed for college and when it was sup- 
posed that the attendance would not exceed one hundred in 
the next quarter of a century. As implied above, this build- 
ing is not atall suitable for the work to which it is now de- 
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voted, every department occupying it having outgrown its 
accommodations. The basement where the work of the 
preparatory department is carried on is not a proper place 
for any kind of class room work on account of the insuff- 
cieny of light and its sanitary condition. While this building 
has been kept in good repair it is not a well built, substantial 
structure and may at any time be condemned as unsafe., 
Only recently an iron brace was put through the central por- 
tion to prevent the walls from spreading apart. One of the 
imperative needs of the institution is a new main building ° 
that will accommodate the departments now occupying the 
old one and give space for other departments having now no 
separate quarters. 

The departments of agriculture and horticulture are most 
seriously crippled in their work for want of suitable rooms 
for recitations and laboratory work, Neither one of these 
departments has any regular recitation room to which it can 
lay claim. Temporary arrangements have to be made from 
term to term in order tosupply them with class room, and 
much of the laboratory work 1s neccessarily omitted. Under 
such conditions the instructor cannot do justice to his clas- 
ses or himself. The equipment in these departments for the 
out door instruction is quite complete, and the work very 
satisfactory, but until a special building is constructed for 
them giving space for efficient inside work it will not be 
feasible to offer the short winter courses to farmers of the 
territory that are so much needed, at’this time, in the devel- 
opment and building up of the recently settled portions. 

The Course in Domestic Science and Art was added to the 
curriculum of the institution only four years ago, but is now 
offering as full work in this line as large a per cent of the 
older westerninstitutions. This department is located in 
temporary quarters. With afew exceptions all of the young 
women attending the institution take the work offered in 
both cooking and sewing. For instruction in cooking a room 
has been fitted upin the Chemistry Department of Science 
Hall, but there is no dining room necessary for the full ac- 
commodation of this part of the work. 

The Sewing Classes occupy the the stage of the General 
Assembly room where the work must be laid aside and the 
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other apparatus be moved out of the way for every public 
gathering. To show the overcrowed condition I should 
mention that this assembly hall furnishes quarters for three 
departments in addition to the sewing, one portion being 
used for the students in typewriting, another part for clases 
in Physical Culture and still another for Vocal and Instrumen- 
tal Music. 

Commercial Department. Trough of lack of available room 
the Commercial work given by this institution has been con- 

“fined almost entirely to stenography and typewriting. The 
enrollment of students in this department has steadily in- 
creased and the character of the work is of the best, but in 
development the limit has been reached until accommoda- 
tions can be increased. To meet the growing demand for 
this line of work the department should be extended to in- 
clude a regular course in Commerce. With sucha course 
the enrollment could be greatly increased and more effective 
work accomphshed. There has never been a time when a 
stronger demand existed for competent young men and 
women who have completed such acourse of instruction as 
this proposed extension would make. 

Military Department. By the Act of Congress establish- 
ing the Land Grant Colleges instruction in Military Science 
and Tactics is made mandatory. Four years ago the military 
department was organized and a United States Army officer 
was detailed to take charge of it. The benefits to be derived 
by the students from military training are generally admitted 
and the students of this institution have been much improved 
in bearing and appearance since the introduction of this in- 
struction. Arms and equipments to the value of almost 
$5,000.00 have been issued to this department by the govern- 
ment, but the institution has no accommodations for their 
proper care and storage. Itis urgent that a suitable build- 
ing be erected for this department to provide it with an 
armory and offices for the proper storing of the equipment 
and keeping of the records. 

The engineering building was constructed during the years 
of 1894 5, and at that time gave full accommodations for all 
of the requirements of. the engineering course, but at pres: 
ent there are over fifty students registered for some line of 
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shop practice, a very much larger number than can be 
accommodated at one time. Last term, twenty-two men 
were working in the carpenter shop while the equipment and 
space is only sufficient for fourteen. The forge shop has 
space and tools for twelve men, but at present there are 
fifteen taking the work and several more Wanting it who can- 
not be accommodated. For the foundry work the depart- 
ment has no building, its furnace being put up in the open. 
Other rooms in this building, used for classes in drafting 
and recitations are crowded to the same extent. This build- 
ing is constructed of adobe and is not in good‘ condition 
although itis repaired regularly in order to make it serve its 
purpose as well as possible.* It should be abandoned or 
given over to some other work as soon as conditions will 
permit. 

Science Halland the Girls’ Dormitory were constructed 
in the years '96 to 798. An addition was made to the Jatter 
in 1903. ‘These buildings are more modern in design and 
both are in a good state of repair. They have served their 
purposes well up to the present, but some of the depart- 
ments in the Science Hall are now in.need of additional space 

The department of biology is the mosthandicapped by lack 
of room. Inthe herbarium all of the available space is oc- 
cupied and the cases are so full that specimens are damaged 
in necessary handling when used for class work, and the un- 
mounted material stored, awaiting more space, will occupy 
as much more case room as we now hawe. This department 
is excellently equipped with material, apparatus and teach- 
ing force to accommodate a verymuch larger number of 
students than its recitation rooms and laboratories will hold. 
With ‘an addition of a lecture room arranged for the use of the 
stereopticon the work could be made such more satisfactory 
and much time of both students and professor could be 
saved. There isalso needed a small green house for the work 
in plant physiology and this should also be used to great ad- 
vantage in the plant breeding experiments of the experiment 
station. The geological collection is piled up on shelves 
which prevents its proper use for classes, and there is no 
space that can be used as a museum. While this department 
is well supplied with room in comparison with some others 
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of the institution it should have double the space it now oc- 
cupies in order to make the conditions right for the best 
work. 


GOVERNMENT APPROPRIATIONS. 


The following are extracts from the rulings of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and the U. S. Agricultural Depart- 
ment: l 

Morrill Fund. ‘The expenditure of any portion of these 
funds for the purchase, erection, preservation or repair of 
any building under any pretense whatever is specifically 
‘ prohibited by the act (Section 5), and the purchase of land is 
not allowable(decision of Assistant Attorney General, March, 
1891)’’. 

“The salaries of purely administrative officers, such as 
presidents, treasurers, secretaries, bookkeepers, janitors, 
watchmen, etc., cannot be charged to this fund (decision of 
Assistant Attorney General, March 7, 1894), nor can it be 
expended for heating or lighting buildings, musical instru- 
ments, furniture, cases, shelving, desks, lockers, salaries in 
philosophy, psychology, ethics, logic, history, political 
science, civics, pedagogy, and in ancient and modern lan- 
guages (except English)”. 

Hatch Fund. ‘Only five per cent of this fund may be used 
to erect, enlarge, or repair buildings for the use of the 
Experiment Station; and no part of it may be applied to the 
expenses of instruction or to general college purposes. It 
must be applied exclusively to the carrying on of agricultural 
experiments and to the dissemination of the results thereof.” 

“The Adams Fund is to be applied to paying the necessary 
expenses of conducting original researches or experiments 
bearing directly on the agricultural industry of the United 
States. It is for the more complete endowment and main- 
tenance of the Experiment Stations, pre-supposing the 
provision of a working plant and administrative officers. 
Accordingly, expenses for administration, care of buildings 
and grounds, insurance, office furniture and fittings, general 
maintenance of the station farm and animals, verification and 
demonstration experiments, compilations, farmers’ institute 
work, traveling, except as is immediately connected with 
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original researches in progress under this act, and other 
general expenses for the maintenance of the Experiment 
Stations, are not to be charged to this fund. The act makes 
no provision for printing or for the distribution of publica- 
tions, which should be charged to other funds.” 

In accepting the government funds referred to above, the 
Territory practically bound itself to furnish buildings, lands 
and all other necessary things to carry the aims of the 
congressional act into effect and to give opportunity to use 
the government money to the best advantage. This the 
Territory has failed todo. Onaccount of the varied character 
of our work including the Experiment Station, itis necessary 
for alarge number of specialists to be employed in the faculty 
of instruction. With afew secondary additions, the present 
force could give instruction to at least twice the number of 
students nowin attendance, if its building and dormitory 
space could be increased to accommodate them. Since the 
` organization of this institution it has received from the 
Territory for all purposes a total amount of $127,250.00, while 
it has received from the general government $621,000.00. Of 
this $370,000.00 came to the college from the Morrill fund and 
$251,000.00 to the Experiment Station. It must be admitted 
that the amount appropriated by the Territory is very small 
in comparison with the amount furnished by the general 
, government. 

In dormitory accommodstions, the young women of the 
institution are well provided for. Their dormitory is supplied 
with modern conveniences and itscomforts compare favorably 
with a well kept house. Thus far no applicants for rooms have 
been turned away although the building was filled during the 
past term to almost its entire capacity. 

For the young men the college owns no dormitory, but has 
made temporary arrangements whereby it furnishes room 
and board to about fifty. The rooms are of the plainest sort, 
and the furniture of the cheapest character, but the food is 
wholesome, well cooked and of sufficient variety. The young 


men accept the crude accommodations only because of their 


interse desire for an education and owing to the fact that 
they are accustomed to camping and out door life. All avail- 
able.rooms were occupied during the past term, not only at 
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the boys’ club, but also all boarding houses in the vicinity of 
the institution. The full limit has been reached in the matter 
of funishing the young men with place to live,in fact a 
number have come who failed to find suitable boarding places 
and were compelled to return home or to seek admission in 
some other institution, and others are living in tents. Looked 
at from this point of view the growth of this institution must 
stop until more dormitory accommodations can be funished., 
Neither at the college nor other boarding places areanything 
more than absolute necessities provided. First class board- 
ing places with modern comforts and conveniences’ are not 
to be had. Under such conditions it is rather surprising 
that so may seek admission and remain in the institution. 
A father who brings a son to the institution naturally 
hesitates to leave him when he looks into the boarding and 
rooming accommodations and if he places him with us, itis 
because of the excellent character of the faculty and the un- 
usually good equipment for instruction that he finds. Living 
accommodations for students should be of sucha character 
as not only tooffer the best opportunity for study, but also 
to give some idea of-the proper methods of living. 


MOST PRESSING NEEDS. 


The most pressing needs of the institution can for the 
present be met bya main building that shall contain the 
administrative offices, an assembly hall, library rooms for 
those departments to whose work special laborary facilities 
are not essential, a building for the departments of Agricul- 
ture and Horticulure that will furnish temporary quarters 
for the Department of Domestic Science and Art, and dormi- 
tory accommodations for one hundred young men. This can 
be constructed at a cost of $75,000.00. Until these buildings 
are furnished the work of the institution must necessarily 
be crippled. :

FARMERS’ INSTITUTES, 

The farmers’ institute is an essential adjunct of the agri- 
cultural college and experiment station, since only through 
it can the results and work of.the station be made known and 
thoroughly understood by the farmer and since only by this 
means can thestation workers become familiar with the-per- 
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plexing problems that confront the farmer and be enabled to 
assist in their solution. The institute should be made the 
farmer’s school through which he learns new methods, now 
principles and facts, brought to light by the experiment 
station, and their application to practicalagriculture. Every 
state and territory in the United States except New Mexico 
has a regularly organized system of Farmers Institutes and 
until we have such an organization little effective work in this 
line can be accomplished. ` Institutes would at this time be 
of great advantage in giving assistance to those who have re- 
cently come to the territory and begun farming under new 
conditions, particularly to those who have come from the 
humid states and are not familiar with crop growing either 
by dry farming methods or by irrigation. The college can- 
not undertake this work until the legislature makes an ap- 
propriation sufficient to cover the necessary expenses, but 
since the agricultural interests of the Territory are rapidly 
` advancing and at least one half of the population are now 
engaged ın agricultural pursuits, the legislature should not 
hesitate to appropriate the small amount needed to organize 
and make this work the most effective posssible.
